The Narrows dam and lake just 


north of us at Murfrocsboro will 
be dedicated this Saturday as an 
Id-mtlllon-dollar public contribution 
to flood-control, 
electric power, 


and recreation—and perhaps the 
greatest expansion factor among 
those In years to come will be rec- 
reation. 


The Narrows is part of a far- 


flung program to control floods, 
which won't be complete—and fully 
effective—until every river valley 
is regulated with dams and storage 
basins. 


Electric power is being presently 


produced at the rate of 17,000 KWH, 
but with ultimate capacity of 25,- 
500—and this Is being sold by the 
government to Southwestern Gas 
& Electric Co., which distributes it 
to its own customers and to a num- 
ber of REA co-operatives. 


But the greatest visible impact 


on the public is the Narrows' tcr- 
riffic appeal as a recreation place 
and six-months-long resort. 


The initial holiday report, last 


July 4, showed a total of 12,000 
persons visited the great new lake. 
And at the Murfreesboro (southern) 
end cars from Texas were half as 
numerous as those from Arkansas. 


This tells the story of the craving 


of inland people for watering places 
in the summer months. They have 
always had such recreation cenlers 
in north Arkansas, and more re- 
cently around Hot Springs, in the 
central part of the state. But this 
is the first time for our southwest- 
ern section. 


It is a great asset—as is any 


development that brings people into 
our own section. 


Arid in the years to come there 


may be others like the Narrows 
project.
